Mattapoisett Mystery Writer Dies at 77

Famed mystery writer and 
former Mattapoisett resident 
Robert B. Parker died at his desk 
in Cambridge, Ma. from natural 
causes, on January 18, 2010. 

Mr. Parker was most well-known 
for creating the witty, no-nonsense 
Boston private eye named Spenser. 
The "Spenser" series of crime novels

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was later adapted into a popular ABC show named 
''Spenser: for Hire'' from 1985 to 1988, starring Robert 
Urich. 

Spanning thirty-eight novels, Spenser was one of 
Mr. Parker's most popular series, but it was just one of 
many characters that he developed. Other character series 
included the Jesse Stone series, the Philip Marlowe series, 
and several other novels ranging from westerns to epic 
stories. Mr. Parker also created a character named Sunny 
Randall as a request from Hollywood actress Helen Hunt, 
who wanted to be able to play a role in a Parker mystery. 
Although the character never spun off into a movie, it still 
created another mystery popular series. In all, Mr. Parker 
produced over fifty novels in his lifetime, proving that he 
wasn't just a popular writer, but a prolific one, too. 

Although Mr. Parker was born in Springfield, 
Ma., he spent a great deal of time in Mattapoisett as a 
child, and attended Center School. His novels include 
details from the Tri-Town, showing that the six years he 
spent in Mattapoisett as a child had a deep impact on his 
creative process. 

Mr. Parker visited Mattapoisett in 2005 for a 
book signing at the Mattapoisett Free Public Library and 
attended an assembly at the Center School, from which he 
graduated in 1947. When Kenneth Souza interviewed Mr 
Parker for The Wanderer in 2005, Mr. Parker remarked on 
how little Mattapoisett had physically changed in the 50 
years since he lived there. "Even though I only spent 6 of 
my seventy-two years [in Mattapoisett]," said Mr. Parker, 
"it always seemed to me the place where I grew up. I 
remember it well ... and I came back. . . for a reunion with 
the Center School group and the town has not changed 
much." 

Besides being a writer and professor during his 
career, Mr Parker also formed a Boston-area independent 
film company named Pearl Productions with his wife 
Joan. Twice in his lifetime, Mr. Parker won the coveted 
Edgar Award from the Mystery Writers of America, and 
in 2008, received a Gumshoe Lifetime Achievement award 
from Mystery Ink magazine. 

Mr. Parker is survived by his wife Joan Parker, 

and his sons Daniel and David Parker. 
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Commission Addresses the Bonney House

The Rochester Historical Commission met on 
Wednesday, January 13, 2010 at 7:00 pm. The committee 
members included Debra Ladd, Gloria Vincent, Bob 
Mogilnicki, Roland Grenier, Carolyn Gilmore and Mark 
Petri. 

At 7:10 pm the meeting was opened by Debra 
Ladd and a motion was made to accept the minutes from 
the previous meeting. The minutes were accepted by the 
Committee. 

The first and central order of business was the 
recent renovations of the Historic George Bonney House 
at 7 Marion Rd. The architect, Dan Gifford, was asked to 
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come before the Committee to address some violations 
he had allegedly made to the approved contract. The 
Committee accused Mr. Gifford of making these changes 
to the plan without first requesting permission. The 
Committee had received complaints from residents as 
well as Committee members regarding the nature of 
the work being done on the Bonney House without the 
Town's prior approval. 

Ms. Ladd read aloud a letter from Mr. Gifford, 
which stated he felt that he was not in violation of the 
agreement. He had made an offer for the Committee 
members to visit at any time and the offer still stands. The 
letter stated that the invitation to inspect, according to Mr. 
Gifford, had been declined. Mr. Gifford wrote that they 
are "faithfully restoring the building,'' and the changes 
made had to do with water damage and leaking which 
they discovered while under construction. He ended the 
letter with "we are very proud of our project." 

The Committee's response to the letter was to 
hold this very meeting. 

Ms. Ladd stated in response, "the plans were 
completely different than the plans submitted to the 
building inspector. You did make changes before coming 
back before the Commission. That's the problem." 

Mr. Gifford said, "My understanding is that we 
didn't do anything significantly different." Apparently 
there was a fireplace discovered along the way, which Mr. 
Gifford wanted to feature as well. 

Ms. Ladd again reiterated that, "the process was 
not followed." She addressed the invitation to visit the 
property, which was offered while she and Ms. Vincent 
were photographing the house (although they were not 
on the property itself) but declined the invitation after 
being "threatened by the owner that day." 

The owner, Mr. Tom Skrutski was present at 
the meeting and defended his actions and claimed that 
he feels the Commission is against his project. "I have 
a witness. I don't remember ever threatening you." 
Ms. Ladd responded that she is "thrilled that it's being 
restored. I absolutely never, ever wanted to shut down 
the project." Again the miscommunication seems to be the 
heart of the problem. The Commission wants all changes 
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to be presented to them before any action is taken, which 
will allow the owner and architect to follow the correct 
course of action while restoring the George Bonney house, 
which is regarded as important to the Town of Rochester. 

Another potential change to the plan is the 
restoration of the porch, which there may not be adequate 
funds to complete after all. This is due to the expensive 
sprinkler system being required by state and local 
inspectors. 

After the Bonney House discussion came to a close, 
the Commission members elected officers, and unanimously 
appointed Debra Ladd as Chairperson and Gloria Vincent 
as secretary. The meeting was then adjourned at 8:20 pm. 

Southcoast to Discuss Charter School

A preliminary discussion will be held at the 
Carver Public Library on January 26 at 6:30 pm to discuss 
the possibility of pursuing a charter high school for 
Southeastern Massachusetts. 

In this informational session, area parents and 
students will gather to discuss the benefits and scope of 
a Southeastern Massachusetts charter high school, which 
could offer an educational alternative to Tri-Town students. 

This meeting is being organized by Middleboro 
resident Natalie White, whose son currently attends Sturgis 
High School in Hyannis, which is a charter school. Ms. 
White said that it often takes several years for a charter 
school to get "up and running," so this meeting will be 
purely informational and will gather how many people in 
the area are interested in such a school. 

Charter schools are widely contested and often 
misunderstood. They are not "private" schools - charter 
schools are funded completely by the state. They came into 
existence as a way to offer alternatives to families with 
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Special needs and varying educational philosophies. 
Charter schools operate independently of school districts, 
so they are governed by the state. For this reason, 
only "strong and viable'' applications are considered, 
according to MassCharterSchools.org. 

The misconception of charter schools being 
"private'' stems from the fact that, when families opt to 
send their students to a charter school, their allocated 
tax monies that otherwise would have gone to the school 
district, instead goes to the "charter." The state partially 
reimburses the school districts that receive less money for 
student enrollment, though the reimbursement dwindles 
with each year the student picks charter over district. 

One of the reasons that charter schools came 
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into existence was to provide the opportunity for urban 
and "at-risk" students to obtain the quality education 
they need to transcend their disadvantages. They are 
also beneficial to children who need a higher teacher-to- 
student ratio for individualized attention. Latin, which 
tends to be a forgotten language in high school nowadays, 
is a strongly encouraged subject in most charter schools. 

In 1993, an Education Reform Act launched 
charter schools as an alternative for public education. 
Since charter schools are publically funded, they are open 
to all, but when necessary, they use a "lottery" system 
to select area students for matriculation. Over half of 
national charter schools have a waiting list, and many 
won't accept new upperclassmen. 

Ms. White was slightly apprehensive about 
discussing the charter school topic, since she knows that 
the issue is somewhat controversial. "It's a hot button 
topic," said Ms. White. "This is just a meeting to gauge 
interest. . . there is no official plan yet." One of the most 
hotly contested aspects of charter schools is the fact that 
they are free from some state educational sanctions and 
do not operate under the teachers' union. 

Sturgis employs the IB (International 
Baccalaureate) standard. Eric Hieser, Executive Director 
of Sturgis High School, plans on giving a presentation on 
the IB standard at the January 26 informational meeting 
in Carver. According to the International Baccalaureate 
website (IBO.org), the IB principal promotes education 
by creating "a better and more peaceful world through 
intercultural understanding and respect." The IB principal 
considers international understanding a central tenant to 
education, instead of an adjunct concept, hence the focus 
on Latin in the curriculum. Mr. Hieser, who is president of 
the Board of the Massachusetts Center for Charter Public 
School Excellence, will discuss the process of applying 
for a charter school. Ms. White cites the IB initiative as "a 
rigorous academic program." 

There are currently 2 charters schools in 
Plymouth County - one is called Rising Tide in Plymouth, 
and is open to grades 5-8. The other is South Shore 
Charter Public, and that is available to grades K-12. In 
recent years. Rising Tide has also considered expanding to 
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include a high school. 

For more information on IB education and charter 
schools in general, the public is welcome to attend the 
January 26 meeting at Carver Library. 

ORR Committee Disappointed in 
"Lost Opportunity''

A regular meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee was called to order by Chairperson 
Peter Bangs on January 13, 2010 in the ORR Conference 
Room at 6:00 pm. Also in attendance were Committee 
members Jim O'Brien, Joseph Scott, Nick Decas, Robin 
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Rounseville, Paula Meere, John Russell, and Virginia 
Beam, Superintendent William Cooper, Director of 
Student Services Teresa Hamm, School Business 
Administrator Kathleen Isernio, ORR High School 
Principal Michael Devoll, and ORR Junior High School 
Principal Kevin Brogioli. 

In the Chairperson's report. Dr. Bangs informed 
the Committee that a "level-funded" 2010/2011 school 
year budget, would represent a 2.01 percent increase 
from the previous year's budget. "Level-funded" means 
that the budget would include all the same items as the 
previous year's budget with no added or removed line 
items. 

According to Dr. Bangs, the towns in the district 
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have indicated that they could not support more than a 2 
percent increase, which means that, just to maintain status 
quo, the Committee will have to come up with $547,000, 
or consider cutting that much from next year's budget. 
"We need to know what that looks like," said Dr. Bangs, 
who suggested investigating alternate revenue sources for 
making up the difference. 

A preliminary budget presentation will be made 
to the Committee at their February meeting. "It doesn't 
look pretty," said Dr. Bangs. 

As a part of his report. Dr. Bangs commended Dr. 
Cooper for his service as a superintendent. Dr. Cooper 
will be retiring this month, and this would be his last ORR 
Committee meeting. 

"You are leaving the school in a strong place, 
academically," said Dr. Bangs. "You've been a pleasure to 
work with. . .on a personal note, you've inspired me." Dr. 
Bangs shook hands with Dr. Cooper. 

"It's been my pleasure to serve on this Board 
for the past seven and a half years," said Dr. Cooper. 
"I will miss it. Wonderful kids. . . wonderful staff." Dr. 
Cooper also recognized that the success of the district was 
reliant on the diligent school committees and committed 
volunteers. 

In the Superintendent report. Dr. Cooper said that 
there had been a car accident in front of the school on the 
morning of January 11. Although there were no serious 
injuries reported, it was still a reminder that the school

entrance is unsafe and needs to be addressed before a 
"more serious accident occurs/' Dr. Cooper said that they 
would be working with Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary 
Lyons and the state to improve the intersection's safety. 

In a Principal's report, Mr. Devoll said that the 
high school had an assembly as a "call to action" for 
students to do good works, especially in celebration 
of Martin Luther King Day. The phrase that they are 
encouraging among students is: "Make it a day on, not 
a day off."

Mr. Devoll also proudly announced that the 
girls' basketball team was in first place and they were 
anticipating a 500th win for Coach Hohne's career on 
January 19 when the undefeated Lady Bulldogs played 
Wareham. 

The high school will have a spring production 
of Rent, and there will be a Parent Information Night at 
ORRHS on February 24. 

In his Principal's report, Mr. Brogioli said that 
ORRJHS students and faculty raised over $2,000 for local 
needy families. 

Mr. Brogioli was also pleased to announce that 
an investment portion of ARRA funds had allowed the 
school to get a school bus back, which meant students 
could stay later for more services without having to worry 
about getting a ride home.

ORR Booster Club president Shaun Walsh was 
present to ask the Committee for support in a fundraiser 
that would supply the girls' varsity soccer team with new 
uniforms.

students to participate in intramural sports. 

• A $250 grant from the Alliance for Climate 
Education for the installation of weather stripping and 
other energy-saving measures at the high school.

the transportation budget back up to 56%, which means 
that the $107,000 that administration had scraped up from 
various line items in December would not have to be used 
to offset transportation costs after all. 

Ms. Isernio asked the Committee to consider 
unfreezing the budget for the rest of the 2010 school year, 
since cuts are unlikely from this point on. She would still 
exercise caution in spending, but since the future is still 
bleak, they could benefit from buying some much needed 
supplies in bulk, which would end up benefitting the 
2010/2011 budget as well. 

"So you want the budget not frozen solid, but 
kind of slushy?'' asked Dr. Bangs. 

''Yes,'' replied Ms. Isernio, who reiterated how 
careful she would be with spending. 

"I would trust you," said Dr. Bangs. 

The final topic of the meeting was the "Race 
to the Top" initiative that has been the main topic of 
conversation in school departments, committees, and 
unions across Massachusetts over the past few weeks. 

"Race to the Top" is a $4 billion dollar federal 
initiative from which Massachusetts could receive $250 
million, but schools have to opt in to the program with 
school committee, union, and teachers' approval. Dr. 
Bangs had discussed this matter with the co-presidents 
of the Old Rochester Regional Professional Educators 
Association, Terry Dall and Colin Everett. Ms. Dall and 
Mr. Everett declined to sign the memorandum that would

include ORR in the Title 1 money and special grants 
program. 

As representatives of ORR teachers, Ms. Dall and 
Mr. Everett cited philosophical opposition to the program, 
because they thought the Race to the Top program 
focused too much on collecting student performance 
data instead of the other intangible aspects of a student's 
performance. 

Dr. Bangs said that he wasn't angry with Ms. 
Dall and Ms. Everett for the decision, but that he was 
"disappointed in the lost opportunity''. He still asked 
for a vote from the School Committee to sign the 
memorandum just in case they still had the opportunity 
to move forward. 

The Committee voted to give Dr. Bangs and Dr. 
Cooper authority to sign the memorandum and move 
forward. Ms. Beams thanked Dr. Bangs for supporting 
the measure, and Dr. Russell said that Ms. Dall and Mr. 
Everett were suffering from "selective amnesia", since the 
teachers had had no problem with the ARRA presentation 
on test information gathering at the beginning of the year. 
The Race to the Top money would come with strict testing 
requirements and student performance-based salary 
incentives. 

The Committee voted to go into executive session 
at 7:50 pm for the purpose of personnel issues and labor 
contracts. The next scheduled meeting of the ORR School 
Committee is February 10, and there will be a Joint 
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'Protect, Present & Preserve"

Board Denies Abatement Request

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Stephen 
Cushing at 7:00 pm on Tuesday, January 19, 2010 at the 
Marion Town House. Also in attendance were Selectman 
Jonathan Henry, Town Administrator Paul Dawson and 
Assistant to the Town Administrator Helene Craver.

In appointments, the Board heard from Michael 
Mattos, a representative from E. A. Fish Corporation. 
Mr. Mattos presented a request for a sewer connection 
at Little Neck Village, the senior housing complex that is 
being expanded and renovated to house more residents. 
According to Mr. Mattos, the complex is expanding 
from 12 units to 48 units, and the sewer connection will 
accommodate 5,400 gallons a day. Mr. Dawson said that 
the request ''falls easily within sewer commissioner 
regulations," and gave support to the Board to approve 
the sewer connection request. The Board voted to approve 
the request, and subsequently voted to approve a water 
request to Little Neck Village as well. 

The Board then voted to approve 4 property 
transfers in accordance with the 2009 Town Meeting 
regulations. All 4 transfers involving various town 
parcels, like Washburn Park, Town Landing, Rail Trail, 
Aucoot Cove and Bicentennial Park, came from the 
Board of Selectmen and were granted to the following 
committees: the Marion Parks Committee, the Marion 
Recreation Committee, the Marion Marine Resources 
Commission, and the Marion Open Space Acquisition

HOLIDAY DANGERS 

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet? 
The most common problem associated with pets and the 
Christmas season is the ingestion of tinsel by cats. The tin- 
sel may become lodged in the intestine. The most common 
symptom is frequent vomiting over a short period of time. 
I have heard poinsettias are poisonous. How dangerous are they? 
When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity

School Report 

ORR Celebrates MLK 
By Anne Smith 

Students w^ere very happy to learn that this 
past weekend was a four-day weekend. The weekend 
started early on Friday, which the ORR district used as 
an in-service day for teachers, and the weekend naturally 
extended to Monday, as school is never held on Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Day. In preparation for this long weekend, 
students attended an assembly on Wednesday, January 13, 
and were encouraged to make MLK Day "a day on, not a 
day off." 

The assembly was mostly run by students, 
although there were three guest speakers to wrap up the 
event. But the strongest message came from the students 
themselves, who were mostly members of the senior 
class. Everyone who presented told some story about the 
community service they've done, explaining the value 
and benefit of doing community service as they did so. 

A group of three students, Elizabeth Maxey 
Sophie Turowski, and Kelsey Frink, shared stories about 
the community service they've done in India. All three 
students worked in the Indian education system. Ms. 
Maxey volunteered with a school for the children in the 
slums of India; she explained that the school she worked 
with was designed to prepare the slum children for the 
real public school. The problem with placing the slum 
children directly into the public school was that they often 
couldn't handle the change and soon dropped out. The 
integration school has had a huge effect on keeping those 
children in school so that they may gain the education 
they are so lucky to be receiving. 

Ms. Turowski and Ms. Frink also worked with 
schools in India, but they were volunteering with 
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Te: 508-758-4753 Lie. 044193, 30 Years in the Trade 
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different programs. One volunteered with a service that 
helped gather supplies for the public schools, while 
another volunteered with a school that was designed 
for the special needs children in India. Ms. Frink ended 
their short presentation by reminding students that they 
don't have to travel to a foreign country in order to do 
community service, just that they should if given the 
opportunity because it encourages so much growth on a 
personal level. 

The next group of presenters was also ORR 
seniors, and they spent their summer volunteering in the 
Dominican Republic. They mostly spoke about why they 
chose to volunteer in the Dominican Republic and what 
they did there, which included teaching the natives how 
to manage their resources. On the other side of the island, 
Julia Kanter explained, Haiti had already used up many 
of its resources, thus making the Dominican Republic 
richer. But there was nothing to stop the Dominican 
people from using up their resources and becoming just as 
poor. 

The last group of students spoke about Gifts to 
Give, which is a local service where many students from 
ORR, especially Honor Society members, volunteer. 
The program is based in a New Bedford warehouse, 
where donations of gently used clothes, toys, and other 
necessities are stored and catalogued before being 
distributed to the homeless of the area. Rebecca Ivester 
introduced the spokespeople for Gifts to Give, who 
explained the purpose and goal of the program. One 
of the spokespeople is in charge of the volunteers at 
the warehouse, and she shared some stories about the 
students she's met. The important thing, she said, was 
that those who volunteered not only did a good deed but 
also helped themselves. One of the active volunteers at

announced financial support for the expansion of Little 
Neck Village in Marion. Little Neck Village, a 12-unit 
housing development for older adults, was constructed 
in the late 1970s for low income Marion residents. The 
expansion project will result in 48 affordable housing 
units for older adults with income in the 30% and 60% 
range of the local median income. 

The Marion Affordable Housing Trust (MAHT) 
identified the lack of housing opportunities for low- 
income older adults and wrote a request for proposals 
to address that need. EA Fish Associates was selected 
from a group of respondents to the RFR The design and 
configuration of the expansion project is in keeping with 
the Marion "village" concept. One two-story building and 
three one-story bungalow or cottage-type buildings will 
comprise the "village" on the eight-acre site. 

The MAHT has collaborated and consulted 
with several town committees and boards including 
the Planning Board and Zoning Board of Appeals and 
the Conservation Commission to produce a quality 
housing project for the town of Marion. The expertise and 
assistance of each board and committee has contributed to 
the success of the process. 

The project will be constructed in two phases, 
allowing the current residents to remain in their 
respective units. Once the two-story building and one 
cottage-style building are completed, the current residents 
will move into the new buildings. The existing units will

The organization, which serves building inspector 
professionals spanning from the Cape and the Islands 
to Boston, names one official for recognition of 
outstanding service each year. Mr. Bobola's colleagues 
at Mattapoisett Town Hall all knew about the award 
weeks before the SEMBOA meeting, but they stayed 
quiet so the presentation would be a surprise. They all 
quietly attended the event, waiting at the back of the 
room until award was 
announced. 

Mr. Bobola knew 
that the "Inspector 
of the Year" was 
typically announced at 
the January meeting. 
When the winner 
was described at the 
ceremony as someone 
who enjoys music, 
saltwater fishing, and 
had stayed a building 
inspector for twenty- 
three years at the same 
town, Mr. Bobola 
realized that they were referring to him. In that moment, 
Mr. Bobola said that he was "very honored", especially 
when he turned around and saw all of his Town Hall 
colleagues, his wife and children, all there to share the 
moment with him. 

"I just about turned twelve shades of red," Mr. 
Bobola admitted. 

Often a fixture at Board of Selectmen, Planning 
Board, and Appeals meetings, Mr. Bobola lends his 
expertise in matters involving buildings and contracting. 
He said that he tries to make his work preventative, 
catching problems in construction before the structure 




is even built. He does this by collaborating with 
contractors and homeowners in a cooperative way and 
by using his conscience in making decisions. 

Mr. Bobola, who has been the building inspector 
in Mattapoisett since 1987, was picked from all of the 
building inspectors in the southeastern third of the state 
- by Mr. Bobola's estimate, 300 members of SEMBOA.

On the Road Again

The Book of Eli. Starring Denzel Washington and 
Gary Oldman. Directed by the Hughes Brothers. 
Running time: 120 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

There's a wonderful gift tucked away near the end 
of The Book of Eli — a scene between Gary Oldman, who 
played the title role in 1992's Dracula, and Tom Waits, 
who played his Renfield. As I recall, the two strange 
gentlemen never actually got to act together in Dracula, 
so their screen time together here eighteen years later 
is overdue good news for fans of that film. I sat there 
wondering if, while sitting on the set of Eli, they'd 
shared war stories from their separate time on Dracula. 
What I wasn't wondering was whether Waits' character, 
a Mr. Fix-It, would succeed in opening a locked and 
valuable item for Oldman' s character, the scummy 
leader of a post-apocalyptic town. The actors' past was 
more compelling to me than their present that I was 
watching. 

On a technical level. The Book of Eli is smooth 
and assured. It would almost have to be, with Allen 
and Albert Hughes (directing their first feature since 
2001's From Hell) behind the camera, aided by veteran 
cinematographer Don Burgess, who practically achieves 
a black-and-white film in color, and an oddball but 
evocative score by Atticus Ross. High marks to all. 
It's the script, a first by Gary Whitta, that paints by 
the numbers and seems fed by too many post-bomb 
fantasies as well as the Sergio Leone movies. Lone Wolf 
and Cub, Zatoichi, and many others. Here we are again, 
after the big one drops, in the same bleached wasteland 
with the same scruffy, feral survivors. 

At least Denzel Washington's iconic hero Eli still 
has his iPod (which still works, even though it needs 
occasional recharging — what a product placement 
for Apple). Eli wanders the wasteland, heading west, 
carrying his precious book. Oldman' s character, 
Carnegie, wants the book; he feels it contains words 




that will give him greater control over people. (No, it's 
not How to Win Friends and Influence People.) A girl from 
Carnegie's town, the suspiciously unscruffy Solar a 
(Mila Kunis), wants to tag along with Eli on the road. 
At one point they happen across a bizarre old couple 
(Michael Gambon and Frances de la Tour) whose idea 
of a turntable oldie is "Ring My Bell," which tells you 
how far in the future we are. (If it had been something 
by Lady Gaga, the whole movie might' ve been 
redeemed.) 

Since this isn't a muy serioso post-apocalyptic piece 
like The Road, Eli gets in a lot of fights. He swings a 
mean sword, he's a pretty crack shot, and he seems 
able to shrug off bullets because he's "protected." By 
whom? Oh, the author of the book he's carrying. In 
fits and starts. The Book of Eli works as a dead-cool 
addition to the Lone Man Walks the Earth subgenre, 
though it cuts away too much to Oldman, overacting to 
alleviate his boredom, ranting to his doofus henchmen 
that he wants the book. We're told that all copies were 
destroyed, because the book started the war that ended 
in ashes. (No, it wasn't Twilight, with the battle between 
Team Edward and Team Jacob going nuclear.) My 
question: If the iPod is still around after the fire, why 
not audiobooks? The newer iPods even have book apps. 
If it had turned out that the book of Eli was actually 
tucked away on his iPod between Johnny Cash songs, it 
would' ve been a great finger in the eye to PC devotees; 
it would mean that divine power is on Steve Job's side. 
But again, this is what I'm thinking about instead of the 
worn premise. It sure is a slick piece of iconography, 
though; let's hope the Hughes brothers don't stay away 
so long next time, or, if they do, let's hope they spend 
some of that time looking for a better script.
